A DIFFERENT VIEW 

I have been greatly interested in the 
reports printed in Cats Magazine on the 
question of the “Marauding Cat Law” 
as vetoed by Illinois and to come up for 
action in California. 

Being the owner of two felines, who, 
by the way stick rather closely to their 
own domain, and feeling that cats do less 
damage to birds than to harmful rodents, 
by and large, my first reaction to the veto 
was favorable. 

However, although my cats have both 
been altered and are males in the first 
place, one of them has recently been 
under the care of the veterinarian in the 
animal hospital here, for injuries re- 
ceived by cats that prowl far and wide 
in our neighborhood. This experience 
was serious enough to threaten the loss 
of the beautiful plumy tail of the Black 
Persian, besides causing him the suffer- 
ing of the. infection, confinement in a 
cage and treatment. In addition, the bill 
for hospital and services is far more than 
I can afford. 

Some of these marauding cats I know 
to be strays, in my two years here in La 
Jolla, I have captured and taken to the 
Humane Society some twenty three of 
them that were being stoned by hard- 
hearted house holders and which during 
this period been kept from starving by 
my sister’s putting out food for them. The 
Human Society either finds homes for 
such strays or puts them painlessly out of 
the way of further suffering, especially 
when too wild to become household pets. 
If this small number out of the greater 
number still at large were left to multi- 
ply, fight and generally lead a miserable 
existence, the situation would have been 
that much worse. Even so, within a 
radius of but a few blocks, these last 
nights have been made hideous by prow- 
lers who not only cause each other in- 
juries in fights, but send household pets 
to the hospital. 

It seems to me, therefore that some- 
thing could and should be done to 
remedy this intolerable situation. Per- 
sonally, I am not keen about the sections 
in the Illinois proposition regarding birds 
(2 and 8) since these are of minor im- 
portance, but the other sections impress 
me as reasonable. If they can be im- 
proved, all the better, but the best weap- 
on against adopting this bill in Cali- 
fornia would be to present one that 
eliminates unwanted cats and protects 
household pets. I see no reason why 
owners should pay for licenses, and no 
prospect of all cats being eliminated 
under the section 3-7 which is aimed at 
strays. At this rate, it is the pets that 
are being “eliminated.”

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A dispatch from London reveals that 
thousands of Britons are turning their 
pet cats out on the street because they 
can no longer afford to maintain them. 
One of the British animal welfare or- 
ganizations states that during the past 
year 100,000 stray cats have been re- 
ported and that the total is increasing 
daily. In London alone, homeless cats 
run into the hundreds cach week, the 
dispatch concludes. 


In Berlin, Pa., a black domestic short 
hair, named Tippy, owned by Paul Land- 
is, has only two of his nine lives re- 
maining. Tippy has had bad luck during 
his ten months of existence on earth. 
Here is a rundown of seven of his lives 
to date: 

(1) Starving to 
Landis found him. 

(2) Swallowed a seven-inch worm, 
which stuck in his throat, and Tippy 
nearly strangled, until neighbors assisted 
Mr. Landis, to extract the worm.

(3) Chewed through an electric light 
cord, part of jaw burned away. 

(4) Fell 25 feet from the Landis house 
roof to the concrete sidewalk. Artificial 
respiration. 

(5) Wedged under kitchen stove while 
family away. Landis family returned in 
time to lift stove. Artificial respiration. 

(6) Teeth caught in his collar. Tippy 
found near strangulation. 

(7) Ate chunk of veal (most of his 
teeth are gone - see No. 3). Near strangu- 
lation, when found. 


The Los Angeles (Calif.) City Council 
is in the process of drawing up a law to 
license cats the same as dogs, with $2 
for males and $4 for females annually. 
Should the Council adopt the tax, it will 
probably result in household pet owners 
turning loose their cats, thus avoiding 
the license payment. Object of the tax 
is for revenue purposes. This is similar 
to the Massachusettse State cat tax that 
has promulgated recently by a Boston 
fiddle player in an effort to obtain pub- 
licity for himself in press and on the 
radio. 


From Siam (Thailand) comes an As- 
sociated Press report that the very latest 
in Siamese cats there may be Cat Fight- 
ing. 

A retired police officer has been seek- 
ing the government’s permission to pro- 
mote such Fighting as a sport in Bang- 
kok, which already has fish fighting, cock 
fighting and the very strange ramifica- 
tion of boxing known as Siamese boxing, 
which is indeed something to watch.

dians was not made, although an all 
breed show was held in conjunction with 
the Pacific National Exhibition at Van- 
couver, B. C., attracting exhibitors from 
the United States. This show was rated 
for Sectional and All America. 

Last year, Oregon, Washington and 
Western Canada made up the North- 
western section, but it was discontinued 
this year in view of the limited number 
of exhibitions and competing exhibitors 
throughout that section. 

An accurate count of the number of 
competing cats could not be made in the 
Western section because of sales, trans- 
fers, deaths and changes in names of 
these cats. 

For the first time a minimum of 25 
points was required to be accumulated 
before a cat could be considered for rank- 
ing as an All-Western. Every 1950 All- 
Western cat therefore must have scored 
at least 25 points. Several of these 1950 
All-Western cats will be eliminated from 
competing for the mythical title of 1950 
All America in breed, color and sex be- 
cause of failure to accumulate at least 
50 points. 

Every sanctioned cat show held in the 
United States and Canada between Aug- 
ust 7, 1949 and March 18, 1950 was 
carefully recorded and cats officially 
ranked. This enabled exhibitors who 
showed their cats in other sections of 
America to obtain additional points right- 
fully earned by their cats. Only errors 
in rankings can be the result of errone- 
ously reported shows. 

1950 All Western ribbon awards will 
be sent directly to the owner of the cat, 
provided the receipt of notification was 
received by Cats Magazine on or before, 
April 10, 1950 as required. 

The Sectional rankings are deter- 
mined by a mathematical system applied 
to the results of every sanctioned cat 
show in the United States and Canada, 
based primarily on competition provided 
in the individual classes with extra points 
added for major show wins. Cats Maga- 
zine does not determine the rankings. 
Neither are the rankings the personal 
choices of the staff of Cats Magazine. 

Point scores of cats are not released. 
Cats Magazine and its staff cannot enter 
into correspondence with any exhibitor 
concerning the rankings. The rankings 
are published as received. 

Four exhibitors tied for having the 
most number of 1950 All Western Cats— 
three. 

For the first time the Russian Blue 
breed of Foreign Short Hair is included 
in the rankings. For the first time also, 
several Quadruple Champions are listed. 

Seven 1950 All Western Cats repeat 
their titles won last year. Of these three 
were 1949 All-Americans. One 1949 All- 
Southern holds the rare distinction of 
winning 1950 All Western by reason of 
transfer by sale. 

Only three-time winner of an All- 
Western title is the Brown Tabby female 
Domestic Short Hair, Katnip Korner

Feline Infectious Enteritis 

Nomenclature on feline enteritis is 
confusing. The disease has been des- 
cribed as aleucocytosis, infectious agranu- 
locytosis, panleucopenia, infectious gas- 
troenteritis, cat typhus, pseuomembranous 
enteritis, laryngoenteritis, and cat dis- 
temper. It is usually found in animals 
under 1 year old.

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 16 — EARLY WESTERN FIRSTS 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY 


(Copyright 1950, by Charles A. Kenny. 


Interest in the Cat Fancy descended 
on the West Coast at about the same time 
that it took the East and Midwest by 
storm, but very little is provided in re- 
search concerning the first days of the 
Cat Fancy in the Far West. 

All resources that are now available 
point to the fact that the Far West has 
set apart from the activities of the Mid- 
west, East and South, yet the entire area 
was well advanced. 

For several years, shortly after the 
turn of the Century, two cat publications 
flourished, these being The Sunset Cat 
Journal, published by Mabel E. Aten of 
Mill Valley, Calif., and The Western Cat 
Review, published by H. C. Hinds of 
San Francisco. Both periodicals merged 
with The Cat Review, published in 
Elizabeth, New Jersey in 1910. With two 
such publications in existence, it appears 
quite likely that the Cat Fancy in the 
Far West was fairly well organized. 

The West Coast boasted its own regis- 
try association known as the Western 
Cat Association, and exhibitions staged, 
presumably were held under the regula- 
tions of that organization. Eventually 
though, the Association passed out of ex- 
istence as member clubs affiliated with 
the American Cat Association. 

Oldest cat club in the Far West is the 
Pacific Cat Club of San Francisco, which 
has been active since 1901. The group 
moved from its original affiliation with 
A.C.A., to C.F.A. and last winter (Janu- 
ary, 1950) staged its annual exhibition 
under the United Cat Fanciers’ rules. 

The first sanctioned cat shows held in

the Far West were staged in Los Angeles 
and Fesno, California in 1901. Complete 
dates are lacking, although the Fresno 
show was held during December of that 
year. A Red Persian female, Valrosa 
Tama, owned by Belmont Perry of Pasa- 
dena, Calif., was judged Best Female in 
the Los Angeles event. Whether this cat 
was Best in Show is not provided by the 
sketches research notes available; neither 
is the name and owner of the Best Male 
in the Show. 

At Fresno, a Best Cat was not pro- 
claimed, but the Best Male and the Best 
Female were owned by Mrs. G. M. Vir- 
gin. Both cats were Blue Eyed White 
Long Hairs, with Beauty, the male; and 
Queen, the female. 

The outstanding breeder of cats in the 
West at the beginning of the Cat Fancy 
was Mrs. C. H. Hoag of San Francisco. 
Mrs. Hoag owned many cats, both the 
long and short hair varieties, which she 
imported from all over the world. The 
first stud books fail to show her as in- 
terested in registering her stock, although 
she may have listed her cats in the reg- 
istries of the Western Cat Association. 

Although California was the first state 
to boast of a Western cat club and show 
Arizona was the first Far West state to 
have a listing in the original Beresford 
Stud Book. This was a female Chin- 
chilla, Arlington Chin, owned by Mrs. 
Francis J. Sarmiento of Phoenix. The 
cat was originally purchased in Cin- 
cinnati. 

Probable first cat show in Washington 
State was staged by the Seattle Cat Club 
(A.C.A.) in 1907. The Oregon Cat Club 
(Portland) held that state’s first show 
in January 1911, with the event spon- 
sored by a department store and at- 
tracting 21,000 visitors. Of the 165 cats 
on display, Sir KoKo, a Blue Persian, 
owned by a Seattle exhibitor, carried off 
Best Cat award. Sixty-five additional 
entries were turned down because of lack 
of space. 

First registered cat of California ap- 
pears in the 1901 (Vol. I) Beresford 
stud book. This was Emir Al Omra, a 
Blue-Eyed White male, owned by Mrs. 
Caroline E. Hildebrand of San Francisco, 
purchased from Mrs. Hoag. 

First Washington State registered cats 
as indicated by the same Beresford stud 
book were Mossgiel King Herbert, male; 
and Mossgiel Daphne, female, both 
Orange Eyed Whites, owned by Mrs. 
Virginia M. Elder of Houghton, Wash- 
ington and purchased by her from a 
Wisconsin breeder.

down hundreds of sources and' copyright 
owners. When I think it must be done 
all over again if the book is published 
in this country—O well, it hardly bears 
thinking about!” 


“But surely you 
typing yourself?” 


“Oh no. I was helped by our Welsh 
secretary. It did rather complicate mat- 
ters that he could type easily only in Eng- 
lish or Welsh. The French, German, 
Italian and Old French quotations be- 
wildered him—and also me! But it was 
fun at that. As I look back, it seems to 
have all been fun!” 

There was another of those electric 
sparks, which punctuated so many of 
Lady Aberconway’s comments. Indeed 
the very fiber of her personality seems 
to be a most engaging eagerness, which 
must make her every hour a kind of 
adventure.

Over activation of the salivary glands, 


or normal activation which is not proper- 
ly coped with by the cat, results in a 
condition called, drolling. This simply 
means that instead of swallowing, the cat 
permits the saliva to run from either side 
of the mouth. Drooling may be an indi- 
cation of trouble, or it may be outward 
evidence that the cat is eager, extremely 
contented, or protesting the intolerable. 

Perhaps the first thought in drooling 
is a thorough check of the cat’s mouth. 
A bad tooth, a loose tooth, inflamed gums 
caused by deposits of tartar, or a foreign 
body lodged between the teeth might be 
the cause. If so, the proper procedure is 
obvious. When the cause is removed it is 
reasonable to suppose that drooling will 
cease. 

Drooling is also a strong indication of 
sore throat. If one finds everything in 
order in the mouth, the throat should be 
carefully examined for any patchiness of 
swelling. The slightest suspicion that all 
is not well should be verified by a visit to 
the veterinarian. When a cat maintains 
normal appetite during the drooling peri- 
od one may just about eliminate the cause 
as that of sore throat. If it means pain- 
ful swallowing cats absolutely refuse 
nourishment. In this respect, at least, all 
seem to react in the same manner. 

Drooling is sometimes a sign of deep 
contentment. A very affectionate cat 
may drool a little when petted by one she 
particularly fancies. There is really no 
e‘cure” for this type of drooler. The little 
trickles of moisture must be accepted as 
a compliment from a full heart. 

A cat that has never drooled in her 
life may do so after kittening. Some cats 
are so very maternal that the thrill of 
having babies causes them to purr so 
strongly and so constantly that there just 
doesn’t seem to be time for regular 
swallowing. In this instance, drolling will 
stop when the novelty of the new little 
family has worn off. 

Drooling in expectation of food is not 
common in cats, though it does exist. 
Other than keeping the cat away from 
the area where the food is being pre- 
pared, there is little one can do about it. 

In the show room, drooling can prove 
a real problem. A preparation that the 
majority of cats might accept calmly, 
may set one to drooling violently. In a 
case of this kind, one should determine 
in advance of a show, if possible, to what 
preparations a cat objects. Most breeders 
wash the exhibition cages assigned them 
before benching their cats and sometimes 
the washing solution may prove offensive 
to a neighboring cat. If the owner of

the cat knows her pet is sensitive to the 
preparation being used in the adjoining 
cage, she should place her cat in a carrier 
some distance away, until the odor has 
passed off, or explain her cat’s peculiari- 
ty. 


Really unusual, though I own two of 
that type myself, are the “brush drool- 
ers’. This is the type that sets up a 
profuse drooling the minute they feel a 
brush on them. This is perhaps the most 
exasperating type of drooler known, and 
presents quite a problem in the show cat. 
My own experience has been that if the 
cat is brushed and combed well in ad- 
vance of the judging and a bib of towel- 
ing placed around the neck, one may be 
reasonably sure that the cat will be pre- 
sentable when her number is_ called. 
Running the comb lightly over the bib 
and ruff is all the last minute grooming 
one may risk. One of my drollers is 
nearly a double champion, the other has 
six CFA points, which will testify to the 
effectiveness of this treatment of the 
problem. 


Fortunately, drooling, in itself, is not 
serious. However, it may be an indication 
of a local bad condition. In any event, 
one should attempt to find the cause and 
correct it. If the cat is just a natural 
drooler, one is obliged to accept the an- 
noyance with as good grace as possible.
